It is true that 


as the economic restoration of Europe 
proceeds we shall have greater competi- 
tion in that quarter and that we must an- 
ticipate it with proper safeguards to our 
own interests, but it would seem that em- 
ergency action could be taken as pro- 
posed in the nature of an anti-dumping 
amendment to the Underwood act that 
would give us temporary protection. 


Revision of the war revenue laws is of 


the utmost importance. Not only does it 
have to do with the financing of the gov- 
ernment and the meeting of the appro- 
priations, but it is admitted that busi- 
ness must have relief in the direction of 
taxation consistent with revenue require- 
ments. It is a question that will demand 
the fullest investigation and the most 
mature judgment. One of the essential 
factors in the restoration of business 
confidence and national prosperity is tlie- 
putting of the government's finances on 
a sound business basis and moderation 
of th<* tax burden carried by all produc- 
tive enterprise. 
For these reasons con- 


gress should get to the matter quickiy 
and carry it through with as little d"lay 
Hf possible.
